Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-16 are allowed based on the follow reason: 

The limitations of having an interface for applying a mapping rule in accordance 
to a task name and a condition and selecting commands from a list of commands to 
generate a task schedule in time sequence for controlling a satellite in combination of all 
the limitations in the currently amended claims are neither taught nor suggested by the 
prior arts cited as a whole, either alone or in combination.

(5,506,780) Montenbruck et al. discloses an apparatus for orbit control of 
satellites, however, is only discussing predicting and planning maneuver, having 
databases for storing orbit and maneuver parameters and data and manages data 
automatically, monitor relative movement, distances and velocities, user interface for 
input and export of external orbit data in a matched format and not the limitations as 
currently amended above and in combination of all limitations in the claims.
